High Requiem Mass at Old San 
Gabriel Mission for Noted At- 
torney, Son of Well-known Set- 
tler and Financier of Los 
Angeles. 


Funeral services for William Tem- 
ple, 65 years old. who died Thurs- 
day at the County Hospital, will be 
held this morning at 9:30 o'clock 
with high requiem mass at the old 
‘San Gabriel Mission. Burial will 
follow in the mission cemetery. Mr. 
Temple was the son of F. P. F. 
Temple, who with I. W. Hellman 


and a Mr. Workman organized the 


first bank in Los Angeles. 

Mr. Temple was born at La Mer- 
ced ranch, south of Alhambra, in 
1851. He attended Santa Clara Col- 
lege where he was graduated. Later 
he attended Harvard and was gradu- 
ated there in 1867. Next he took a 
post-graduate course at Oxford, 
returning to California, 
where he entered the practice of 
law, first in San Francisco with Wil- 
liam Thornton. Later he returned to 
Los Angeles and formed a law part- 
nership with Volney E. Howard, 
practicing his profession here for 
«bout four years. For many years he 
was a great traveler, spending much 
of his time in Mexico and the East, 
especially at Boston, whence his 
father came to Los Angeles. 

The bank, organized by his father, 
and Messrs. Hellman and Workman 
in 1867, failed in 1876. Of a proud 
Gastilian race, the father was one of 
the most noted early settlers. He 
came around the Horn to California 
in 1841 and at one time owned many 
of the noted ranchos. He controlled 
La Merced rancho, comprising about 
$0,000 acres of land, lying near Al- 
hambra, Azusa and Whittier; La 
Puente ranch and Potrero ranch, 
which includes Ramona Acres. Tem- 
ple block and Temple street in Los 
Angeles were named for him. Like 
many of the famous old families the 
vast wealth of the Temple family 
slipped away, the ter portion of 
the vast acreage ving 
quired by the late “Lacky” Baldwin.

For which reason he places 
the teaching of industrial arts, in 
co-ordination with the technique of 
the trades to which 
plied, as of the first importance. 

“France,” he “will survive 
this war if for no other reason than 
that she has brought the application 
of art to industry to a finer perfec- 
tion than any other country. 
cannot compete with France in that 
field—France. who has the sort of 
applied art that cannot be pur- 
chased ready-made.”

It is of 
the first importance, he stated, that 
the designer should know the 
technique of the trade for which his 
designe are created, otherwise they 
are valueless.

Dr. Shiels had some amusing re- 
marks to make on the subject of ar- 
tistic predilections as understood by 
many of us in our homes, in our 
dreas, and was caustically humorous 
at the expense of the “cubists,” 
whose work he Hkened to a prize 
puzzle.

The report shows a three-fold 
advance as com with Novem- 
ber. Not only did the volume of 
commerce increase, but there was an

N EL articulo anterior habiamos de- 

jado a Venezuela bajo el dominio de 

Monteverde, quien inicié un terro- 
rismo desenfrenado, 

Esta tiranfa dio origen a una nueva cons- 
piracién de los patriotas que se habian re- 
fugiado en tos islotes de las Antillas. 
Reunidos en un grupo de 45 valientes, en- 
cabezados por Santiago Marifio, dieron el 
Srito de reanudar la guerra contra Espaiia. 

Los revolucionarios, sin mäss armas que 
seis fusiles y algunas pistolas de bolsillo, 
tomaron tierra en Paria, donde se engrosé 
la columna, y se apoderaron de Maturin e 
Irapa, donde Marifio establecié su cuartel 
general. Después fueron derrotados en 
Aragua y en Magüelles, viéndose obligados a 
reconcentrarse en Maturin, donde derro- 
taron a los realistas, al mando de Monte- 
verde en persona. Marifio se apoderé de 
Cumanaé y fué declarado dictador de las 
provincias orientales.

Granada la reconquista de Venezuela. Bo-

Tal fué la célebre declaracién de la 
guerra a muerte, 

Bolivar alcanz6 a contar cerca de 2000 
soldados. Con ellos atac6é el grueso de las 
tropas de Monteverde, a poca distancia de 
Valencia (31 de Julio de 1813;) y alli los 


patriotas alcanzaron una espléndida vie- 


toria. El siguiente dia. Monteverde huy6 
apresuradamente de Valencia para ence- 
trarse en Puerto Cabello. 

El gobernador de Caracas se embarcé en 
la Guaira, quedando los espafioles uci- 
dos a Puerto Cabello y sus inmediac 
Boltvar hizo su entrada triunfal en Cara- 
cas, el de Agosto de 1813. 

Entretanto los realistas fugitivos de las 
provincias orientales se habian acogido a

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HAT has Costa Rica to attract 


me?” asks the tourist looking for 
sights a little beyond beaten 


paths. “As much and more than many other 
regions of the world alive’ with tourists, 
might be the answer. Climatically, the coun-- 


try is an all-the-year resort, with summer in 
the lowlands and perpetual springtime in 
the highlands; over ite mountains and along 
its winding streams primitive man has left 
traces of workmanship that cause us to 
marvel at his constructive ability; the 
quaint clatter of the two-wheeled ox carts, 


often seen by scores as they meander along 


ancient highways, are animated pictures 
linking present and past; the peculiar and 
really inviting little hotel that has arisen 
from earthquake ruins at Cartago furnishes 
the visitor with a pleasant home from which 
to begin the horseback journey (six hours) 
to the crest of the volcano Irazu, there to 
stand entranced—gazing over Costa Rica's 
forest and plain to the world’s greatest 
oceans— Atlantic and Pacific—stretching 
into space. In San Jose the modern elec- 
trie light shines on the museum with its 
precious reiics as ancient as Rome herself; 
indeed and in brief, Costa Rica is a coun- 
try of scenic beauty with attractions 
peculiarly its own. Like all other lands, 
attractions often mingle with disappoint- 
ments—disappointments because modern 
facilities and conveniences have not yet 
become as general as the foreign visitor 
might desire. | 

Costa Rica is still in the making; and 
one of the leading factors in this formative 
process is the little schoolhouse that dots 
the landscape. Formerly, poverty was a 
barrier that kept many native children 
away from school for want of proper cloth- 
ing. Today the system of cheap uniforms 
for boys and girls leaves no class distinc- 
tion; and the law of truancy is so rigidly 
enforced that practically all children in the 
land are attending school. Of public funds 
devoted to various departments of the gov- 
ernment, the bureau of education receives 
nearly one-half of the total amount. This 
liberality toward the education of the coun- 
trys youth has been lifting the humblest 
child from a state of dependency to a field 
of usefulness. 

In no branch of learning, perhaps, is this 
fact more pronounced than in vocational 
training. Of the country’s half-million cat- 
tle, comparatively few of their hides are ex- 
ported: they ere made into leather and 
then into shoes by the persons whom the 
vocational schools have taught the trades 
of tanning and shoemaking; hardwoods 
abound, and the youth is being taught to 
convert this product into useful articles 
rather than ship the natural leg to foreign 
lands at only a fraction of its manufactured 
value; the escobilla or fiber plant, which is 
plentiful in many sections, is being trans- 
formed into cords and ropes at a factory 
near San Jose; and in this age of utility, 
it appears strange that some enterprise has 
not taken advantage of the acres of lands 
that lie covered with wasted banana leaves 
and stalks, for paper manufacture. 

The average person planning a trip to 
the Panama Canal, and they are to be 
counted by thousands, wishes to see as 
much as possible of tropical and sub- 
tropical life. No adjacent country to 
Panama offers easier access or more varied 
sights than does Costa Rica. A night on 
tropical waters and the distance is covered 
from Colon to Limon; and if desired a wire- 
less message May engage a parlor car seat 
from the latter city to the capital, San 
Jose, 103 miles inland. From the Pacific 
port, Puntarenas, the distance to the capital 
is only sixty-seven miles, and is the shorter 
route for visitors arriving from the western 
coast of the United States. 

About this time the intending visitor in- 
quires what kind of clothing is demanded 
by Costa Rica’s climate; hence it may be 
worth while in passing to offer a suggestion 
as to weather conditions that may be ex- 
pected |

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THE LURE OF LIFE IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


The California Home. 


By Percy L. Edwards. 


ONFORMING to the pleasing „ But a com- 


( which natura! surroundings give to the 

California home, the buildings reflect 
the characteristic feature of being fashioned 
to get in as much sunshine and out-of-door 
life as possible. To be protected by & roof 
from the rains and by shade trees from the 
too ardent rays of the August sun, at the 
game time to be in the midst of flowers and 
bird songs, this is the attractiveness of the 
California home. 

From poppy dotted valleys, rich with 
golden color, the canyon opens almost di- 
‘rectly into the somber shades of towering, 
snow-capped mountain peaks. From the 
booming breakers along the sea line over 
the broad ‘valley of lustrous green and gold, 
the view lifts into Brobdingnagian hills, but- 
tressed against towering mountain range 
where the snows of winter never melt. In 
the valley is warmth and glow of the sem 
tropics; above the frost line in these moun- 
tains is the crisp sparkle of the temperate 
zone. 

Californians have built thelr homes not 
only in the warm, fertile valleys below, they 
bave pushed their dwelling places sheer to 
the frost line in the hills above. And the 
homes they have built for themselves are 
in harmony with the landscape and climatie 
conditions. 

Some years ago, when Southern Call- 
fornia opened its doors wide to the world 


there came with the cosmopolitan people 


from outside, an infusion of architectural 
ideas which gradually bas produced a rad- 
ical departure from the old Spanish mission 
style of house. Our Californians have now 
designed dwellings more to their taste. Hav- 
ing outlived the day when a man’s house 
was his castle, and relieved of the neces- 
sity to build for protgction against their 
neighbors, these people of the sunny South- 
land built for comfort and convenience. 
And whether from design or the natural 
growth of an artistic sense of fitness there 
has been evolved a distinct feature of archi- 
tecture in the California bungalow which 
meets all the requirements of an esthetic 
taste. Especially is this so when we con- 
sider the beautiful setting which nature 
has provided in all this country south of the 
Tehachepi range. 


The somber mission style of dwelling 
which came to us as a composite of Cas- 
tian home and fortress, except in some in- 
stances where descendants of this Spanish 
face have preserved the integrity of the 
mission form, has had no substantial growth 
in Alta California. It would not do to say 
buildings of the Spanish mission style are 
things ot the past. Here and there is the 
hacienda of some old Castilian family with 
its quackantular arranged group of build- 
ings of the mission style. There are schools, 
churches and libraries preserving the 
features of the missions, but in most cases 
with material qualifications. The quad- 
rangular feature of the old missions has 
suffered the most change. 

Of this California bungalow, it must be 
said, it differs very materially from the 
East Indian bungalow. In a general way, 
the style of building which the people of 
Southern California have designed has one 
story surmounted with a square roof. This 
is a distinctive feature and the simplest 
form. Enlarging of detail and design, with 
the innovations introduced by clever archi- 
tects, have brought the plain lines of the or- 
§gina)l structure to graceful curve and pleas 

ing angle. 

: Working out the first principle of its con- 
struction we begin with the simple square, 
or nearly square, building. Built on wooden 
posts afterward covered fo suit the fancy 
and to indicate the foundation. In the 
earlier days of building most bungalows 
were set up on “stilts,” or without regular 
foundation. As there were no cellars under 
these houses the purpose was sufficient. 
With frosts severe enough to freezé the 
water pipes rarely occurring and fresh 
vegetables being obtainable at all times of 
the year, the refrigerator supplied the place 
of cellar. Furnaces are seldom used in the 
bungalows of California 

The idea of living as much as possible out 
of doors predominates in these dwellings. 
At the same time it must be understood 


that they are not lacking in comfortable 
construction. Rich in finish and appoint- 
ment, some of them, indeed, leave- nothing 


fortable simplicity is the prevailing feature 
of them all. 

With gracefully curving roof-line extend- 
ing out over deep veranda, overshadowed 
by the branches of sturdy live oaks, the 
thick green foliage of which throw mellow 
shadows over the bright colors of the house 
at noon time in the strong light of the Call- 
fornia sun, snow-crowned mountains in the 
hackground, the bungalow dots the valley 
of the South a rival in the anne with 
the yellow-eyed poppy. 

In this later day of mete pretentions ak 
chitectural adaptation, the simple lines of 
the original bungalow, as we have stated, 
have assumed a richer proportion. Upon 
foundation of cobblestofe, red brick and 
the various sandstones, are erected build- 
ings of one story, or one and one-half stories, 
with wide verandas covered by the beauti- 
ful low sweeping roof giving an oriental 
effect very pleasing to the eye. Some bun- 
galows of this later pattern seem to glory 
in these deep spreading verandas, which, in 
the case of some, nearly gird the building. 
Long, deep and comfortable, bedecked with 


trellised vine and climbing rose, a place 


where the family pass the happiest hours of 
their lives, «+ 

A feature of the California bungalow, 
which more than all others, perhaps, ap- 
peals to the lover of outdoor life, is the 
adaptability of these wide verandas with 
the high railing and low-hanging cornice, 
for out-of-door living-rooms. An ideal place 
to dine and a most desirable place to sleep 
in the heat of the noon-day, the porch may 
-be left entirely open in the early part of 
the year and curtains and wire screens used 
later on as a protection against the bril- 
liant sunlight and the myriad of insects al- 
ways present in the summer time in these 
southern climes. Often these outside’ rooms 
are entirely trellised in and literally covéred 
with climbing roses of different varieties, 
among them the Gold of Ophir, a._ rich 
mottled yellow climber of prolific 
blooming quality. With the deep red Jac 
queminot of more delicate breeding, many 
of the trellised out-of-door rooms are. made 
places most inviting. 

The arrangement of an avenue of trees, 
live oak, or the fiery pepper tree and fre- 
quently the fan-leaved palm (Latina Bar- 
bonica) and again an avenue of wooden pil- 
lars with simple frame for trailing vine and 
flower, opening to the mountains, offers the 
charming pergola effect which in less 
favored countries is produced only after 
studied effort. One may sit in a room on 
the veranda of a bungalow thus favored by 
nature and get an entrancing view of snow- 
clad mountains in a sea of oriental sap- 
phire. 

In the evolution of the California: bunga- 
low the outside chimney has done much to 
help its outlines. These chimneys are built 
of stone and brick, red brick being more 
frequently used in their construction. Some- 
times the bricks used are odd and given an 
effect to show age. Cobblestones furnish 
the most artistic material for the chimney 
and a most pleasing contrast is produced 
with the bright colors of the stained wood- 
work: This outside chimney is an eastern, 
or rather southern, idea, transplanted and it 
has become a characteristic feature of the 
California bungalow. It is built 80 as to 
provide wide, open fireplaces in the rooms 
and these fireplaces are often the chief 
charm of the comfortable interior. In many 
instance’ the design is highly artistic and 
of rich finish, 

Inside the more pretentious bungalow of 
today every conceivable device is employed 
to make a home of perfect comfort. Now 
and then the bigliving-room is fashioned like 
the Adirondack room, with its great leather 
covered seats, big open fireplace and bare 
polished floors, all suggestive of simplicity 
of living. Cosy but ample bedrooms are 
often arranged on the spacious veranda, 
behind drawn curtains and lighted with elec- 
tric lamps. And we must not Torget that 
great ald to culinary art, the kitchen; buffet 
in character and complete in detail. Such 
are prominent parts of the interior arrange- 
ment of many of these houses. 

Outside are the gardens with their pro- 
fusion of flowers, trailing vines and shrub- 
bery. The flora of Southern California is 
extensive and most interesting. The semi- 


tropics offer a full complement of plants, 
vines and shrubs. The California bungalow 
in its natural setting of tropical verdure, 
hanging in a sky of purest azure; its pretty 
stained woodwork, dark brown and green 
frame set in a mass of scariet geraniums, 
banked as a foundation, with vines trailing 
over and about the verandas; chimneys al- 
most buried out of sight under clinging 
vines and flowers; the pergola of stately 
palm and tree opening to the mountains in 
the prospective, is a thing of beauty and 
very pleasing. 

As seen today this bungalow shows great 
variety of design and, of course, great range 
of cost is involved. A plain bungalow of 
from four to six rooms, simple in design, 
may be built for $600 to $1000, finished for 
occupancy. This sort of structure wil) con- 
sist of a frame sided with inch boards, 
matched, or plain with weather strips, built 
to the perpendicular or the regular lapped 
siding laid on horizontally. The latter sid- 
ing is better protection against the cold 
winds. This house is not plastered and 
therefore requires close fitting joints. Ceil. 
ings are of redwood beamed and walls cov- 


ered with

8 is used the usual arrange- 
ments is = morning, or living-room with 
dining-room in the rear, on one side of the 
building opening upon veranda; on the other 
side the sleeping rooms with bath and con- 
veniences. In the rear kitchen and store- 
room opening to a screened porch with con- 
veniences for doing cooking when the 
weather is very warm. This bungalow has 
the wide side of the oblong facing the 
street. And very often the monotony of 
roof-line is broken by the false gable effect 
with its stained glass window. The rafters 
at the cornice remain exposed at the ends 
and describe a graceful curvé in the lower 
part. The chimney is built at side so as to 
bring the fireplace in the morning-room. 
Stain is used in place of paint and the 
stains add a natural tone not obtained by 
the use of paint. Dark browns harmonize 
well with thesnatural green of the sur- 
roundings together with the bright colored 
flowers of the garden. r 

A more pretentious bungalow has wings 
added to the square center. These wings 
may project forward or drop back from the 
line of the main part, producing the 
quadrangle effect of the old’ mission. From 
the spacious veranda before the central 
hall access is gained to the wings. These 
wings are used for sleeping apartments and 
their necessary appointments, thus leaving 
the main part for reception, library and 
dining- „ with kitchen and nen to 

The: artiotic wives glace. to nillity te tls 
‘bungalow and there is considerable depar- 
ture from the original California design, 
which seems to have been prompted by a 
desire for a more sumptuous mode of living. 
But for convenience of arrangement and 
consequent comfort to be had in this style 
of house, there is much to be said im its 
favor. The convenience of detached bed- 
rooms, with bath and closets, is well under- 
stood. Then the lounging room with books 
and easy chairs in comfortable confusion 
before windows opening to the mountains 
and the seclusion’ of the place—all help to 
commend this arrangement to those of 
studious habits, — 

While. it is true, the distinctive feature 
of the California bungalow is simplicity, the 
needs and tastes of the eastener have 
caused a radical departure from the origin- 
nal building of simple construction. So 
that now it is not uncommon to see many 
houses of fhis style exhibiting the most 
lavish expenditure and really of very pleas- 
ing design. And these beautiful bungalows 
are found in the country quite as often as 
in the town Indeed, the California bunga- 
low needs the setting which the open coun- 
try gives it, to bring out iis natural artistic 
features. In the city the bungalow is too 
often cramped by its surroundings and loses 
its claim to the picturesque. It is not in- 
tended for the stuffy confines of a single lot, 
flanked closely by the stiff outlines of the 
adjoining dwellings. Open space is needed 
to bring out the charming outline. 

The beautiful setting which nature has 
provided for many Southern California 
homes is due to the semi-tropical climate.

One steps through vine-clad portico into a 
garden of enchantment. Most artistic is ar- 
rangement of buiidings and the disposition 
of plant life. A wealth of papyrus, umbrella 
planta and ferns; banks of scarlet 8e. 
raniums and piles and piles of yellow and 
ted against a background of shimmering 
green, 

The spontaneity of plant life is remark- 
able in these gardens of the South. Many 
varieties seem to spring into growth without 
seeding and the rapidity of growth is won- 
derful. Most of these gardens are carefully 
attended, in some cases lavisuiy so. But the 
rare beauty of them does not depend upon 
pruning and training. The flowers mass 


themselves in profusion, brilliancy and fra 


grance. 

Among roses the Gold of Ophir is most 
democratic in taste. Its burnished and 
flected red blossoms are massed in bunches 
and it is as often found in a riot of sun- 
kissed color climbing the sides of the 
humble shack as the stately bungalow. It 
is one of the showiest of the rose family 
and the most popular. Then come such 


prolific climbers as the white Cherokee and 


La Marque varieties and the rich crimson 
Henrietta. 

Up the side of the house, its purple flow- 
ers peeking into windews, is the Bougain- 
villea, its rich color in perfect harmony 
with the gorgeous yellow-eyed Biguina Ven- 
esta in the garden below. 

The bright colors of the Flame tree, a 
torch of red; the yellow Acacia and purple 
Jacaranda; the big-leaved, biue-clustered 
Wigantia, are intermingled in a riot of 
color and artistic confusion. 

And this color scheme, if so it may be 
ealled, is not confined Within the limits of 
the garden proper, but is projected out to 
the curbing of the highway. 


New Zealand’s Livestock. 

Sheep farming is one of the principal in- 
dustries of New Zealand. Edmund Clifton, a 
resident live stock raiser of inht country, 
had a very interesting article on sheep farm. 
ing in New Zealand in a recent number of 
The National Wool Grower. He said, in 
part: 

“The climate is mild. As an indication of 


this, the live stock of the farm are on the 


pasture or in the field the whole of the year. 


There is practically no housing or stabling — 


or artificial feeding except for stock for 
some special purpose, as for preparation for 
agricultural or pastoral association shows or 
“The rainfall is liberal. It may be taken 
as thirty-seven inckes. It is also fairly dis- 
tributed during the year. The winter is not 
severe, but snowstorms in the high moun- 
tain districts cause, in certain years, severe 
losses in live stock, and particularly this 
affects sheep. 

The sheep of New Zealand number 24,- 
$00,000; the horned cattle 2,000,000. The 
value of the wool production is more than 
$50,000,000. That of mutton, — sheep 
skins and mutton tallow, $40,000 

“It may also be observed * trom this 
number of sheep a draft of almost 8,000,000 
is slaughtered annually. This is a great tes- 
timony to the care and skill of the sheep 
farmer, that a third of the shéép of the coun. 


try can be disposed of. Further, the prices 


for New Zealand mutton and lamb are the 


highest that are realized on the London 
markets.”

We had been gradually ascending this 
wide canyon for several miles when we 
came in sight of the double line of poles 
of the trackless trolley coming in from the 
right and continuing ahead of ua The road 
was much wider and better when we caught 
up with this line of poles

sipated the fog, and as we | 
group of stately autumnal] poplar 
hearts glowed with quiet 
their beauty of coloring and outline 
spirit of happy tranquillity seemed to 
vade the whole vicinity.

After thip the road 
made a somewhat steep ascent te the sum- 
mit of a saddle from which we looked north- 


ward over the dun, hazy area of the Mojave 
Desert. ‘Turning in the saddle, we sought 
again the snowy peaks southeastward, and 
found, beyond the long trough of the canyon 
we had been passing through, San Jacinto 
also poking his head inquisitively above the 
nearer mountains. 

Then we began to descend gradually in a 
northwesterly direction along a mountain- 
side by a shady road which soon took us 
among fine pine trees, across little streams, 
past a fork leading desertward by Sheep 
Creek, and up to the Swartout Valley ranger 
station. The attractive log house showed no 
sign of present occupation, its master har 
ing descended to the lowlands for the sex 
son, but the big live oaks in the dooryard 
were merry with the sweet-toned “chick-e- 
dee-dee-dee” of the trim little gray-and-black 
birds who have named themselves, with the 
saucy, raucous squawk of handsome moun- 
tain bluejays, with the busy journeyings up 
and down the tree trunks of active little 


nuthatches, and with other manifestations of 


industrious bird life. 


Although the immediate setting of the 
ranger's summer home was of somber live 


oaks, its background was radiant with 


amber and topaz of willows and large- 
leaved deciduous oaks along the stream and 
on the hillside. 

From the ranger station we continued 
gradually upward among the pines until we 
reached dd Bufldings of the resort charm- 


waters, disturbed only by the maneuvers of 
a flock of dark waterfowl, repeated all the 
golden glory of the mountainsides and of 
the willows on its margin. 

Peter returned with the information that 
we could go with the machine about three 


miles farther, the summit, and that the 
distance from the fork of the road wi had 
passed, by way of Sheep Creek to Little 


Rock on the desert,

and horses, past a cottage with smoke curt- 
ing comfortably from its chimney.

Evi- 
dently he had suspected we were lost We 
inquired the way to Little Rock. The man 
of the machine, after giving us somewhat 
ambiguous directions, and learning that Los 


Angeles was our final destination, expressed 


surprise that we should want to go by Little 
Rock when the road by the Cajon Pass and 
San Bernardino was so much shorter and 
better. And even Peter, though loath to re- 
linquish his cherished plan, finally decided 
that discretion was the better part of 
valor and that we could go over enough 
new territory by taking this road east- 
ward along the foot of the mountains, We 
had always wanted to explore this part of 
the desert and had often spoken of it as we 
traveled along the main road farther north. 

It was not necessary to go to Victorville, 
we learned, but by passing the first house, 
turning to the right, then taking the second 
road to the left, we would pass a derrick, go 
through a couple of arroyos, and then run 
into the main road. And there were plenty

Elegant, 
dignified and charming,,and withai— sim- 
patica — she wielded an influence that was 
felt throughout the republic.

Getting There. 


HE great ambition of Los Angeles city 

is to have a city and county govern- 
ment embracing all the territory south of 
the mountains beginning with Point Dume 
and following arcund by Chatsworth Park, 
the Newhall tunnel to the point where the 
San Gabriel River debouches from the 
mountains, and then following that stream 
to its mouth at the ocean. This has been a 
dream of advanced Angelenos for forty 
years. It ig taking place about as fast as 
could be expected, considering the many 
interests at stake. The latest movement 
looks toward the addition to the city of 
lands in the Tejunga Canyon embracing 
about 3200 acres. Nearly all the land lies 
below the aqueduct water system, and can 
be irrigated by that water. This ig the 
great leverage which the city has in annex- 
ing territory to it. Chief Engineer Mulhol- 
land estimates the cost of supplying the dis. 
trict with water will be about $40 per acre. 
This spread over a pediod of forty years 
would make it easy for the users of the 
water.

We 
can work all the year twenty-four hours per 
day, while at Pittsburgh there is a summer 
stop of two or three months due to the 
heat, and a stop of six weeks in the winter 
because of the extreme cold. Every min- 
eral needed in the manufacture of glass is 
found within 100 miles of Los Angeles. 

Another factor in favor of glass- 
making in this section is the abundance of 
natural gas. In the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict they have to buy much of their ma- 
terial in Germany and Persia, and their 
sand is shipped from Illinois.“ 


Opening New Land. 
GRESSMAN KETTNER has intro- 
duced in Congress a bill which, if 
passed, will open up to entry 300,000 acres of 
east side mesa land and other lands in the 
vicinity of the Salton Sea. This bill also 
makes a way for the construction of a 
canal from the Laguna dam entirely on 
United States soil to serve the Imperial 
Valley lands in that section. It is the ex- 
pectation that if the lands are thrown open 
and the water brought to them by the 
Reclamation Service the district will be put 
under the Reclamation Service so that part 
of the valley lands can be irrigated from 
Laguna dam. 


Sweet Wine Production. 


T IS probably an effect of the war, which 

has cut off the supply of wine from Eu- 
rope, that the output of sweet wines in Call- 
fornia for 1916 was nearly five times as 
much as for the preceding year. The output 
of sweet wines in the State for the last 
year aggregated the enormous total of 19,- 
262,481.57 gallons. This is said to be 
partly the result of the action of the Federal 
government which reduced the fortifying 
tax levied in the revenue act of October 22, 
1914, the reduction being from 55 to 10 
cents per n. This seems to be borne 
out by the fact that in 1914 the sweet wine 
produced in the State amounted to 16,620,- 
212.51 gallons.

Translocation of Nutriment Compounds, 


While potash in some of its compounds in- 
fluences the feeding of the plant rootlets by 
stimulating the osmotic action so that ab- 
sorption is accelerated, ite most important 
service seems to be in aiding the translo- 
cation of the nutriment from one part of 
the plant to another, a somewhat similar 
Operation. It is in combination with pot- 
ash as phosphate of potash, that phosphoric 
acid affects the making soluble of fixed 
albumineids, by which they are changed to 
acids to pass on through the cell walls. 
This is transformation and translocation 
combined, But there could be no trans- 
location without the transforfhation from 
insoluble to soluble compounds. Thus, by 
the aid of potash, the compounds resulting 
from nitrogen are translocated to the form- 
ing fruit, to enter into more advanced forms 
of maturing organic substance. As phos- 
phoric acid compounds in storage in the 
plant move towards the maturing and re 
producing parts potash keeps them com- 
pany. The odd part of this phenomenon is 
that the potash does not stay and remain 
combined with the nitrogen and phosphate 


compounds, but mostly returns te the body 


part of the plant and is found in the ma- 
tured wood, fruit and seed pod, though not 
in the seed. The harder and tougher woods 
contain more potash than softer and weaker 
wood. When much starch accumulates in a 
plant potash is found actively engaged in 
the. translocation at every stage of the 
transposition process, and hence potash is 
looked upon as an important ingredient in 
the production of sugars, although it does 
not at all enter into the actual formula of 
sugars. But the same fs also true, of nitro- 
gen, without which in good supply the pro- 
duction of sugars is greatly curtailed in the 
plant. Following precisely the same line of 
investigation we find potash necessary to 
the free formation of plant oils and acids, 
with the difference that it unites in and 
becomes an integral part of some of the 
acid salts, for as long as the acids exist as 
such in the plant they are held as salts in 
combination with such bases as potash, so- 
da, lime and magnesia. As to the combt- 


obtained from the middle to the later pe- 
riod of fruit development, when it can be 
used freely if the fertilizing with nitrogen 
and phosphates has been generous. Starch 
accumulating fruits, like potatoes, need. am- 
ple supplies of potash from start to finish, 
after they have pushed their roots out into 
the soil. As potash salts become rapidly 
fixed in the soil, so that the plants may 
not be able to use them, we may defeat our 
object by applying them too early to slow 
maturing crops. Very Many soils have in 
their makeup a proportionately good supply 
of potash, and chemistry affords econom- 
feal methods of from time to time freeing 
small portions of it from its insoluble con- 
ditions, so ag to be of possible value to 
plants. This potentiality of potash, how- 
ever, is pot often available 4@ sufficient 


amount to meet the full requirements of in- 


tensive farming, though it often proves 
ate sufficient to nourish the average nat- 
urd production of the soil. In applying 
large amounts of nitrogen and phosphate 
with lime or organic materials to the soil, 
although by the two latter we set free some 
soil potash, there is a greater demand by 
plants for potash than the soil can often- 
times, and perhaps usually, supply. Te ob- 
tain the full and best results of our fertil- 
izing, and to make our expenditures of ni- 
trogen and phosphates pay their respective 
profits, we must in any case include potash 
in our formula, Whether the potash shall 
be mixed with other materials depends upon 
conditions which must receive due consid- 
eration, and which govern the “when” in 
fertilizing.

In Southern California we have for a 
quarter-century grown sparingly of a plant 
known as Physianthus albens, belonging te 
the milkweed family (Asclepiadaceac) and 
coming to us from its native Brazil. It is 
not a popular plant inasmuch as it Is attrac- 
tive in neither foliage nor flower, but is dn 
interesting one in that it captures and holds 
some species of moth until they die of star- 
vation. The mode of capture is shown in 
eur illustration. For the benefit of “plant 
sharps” the true name of this plant is 
Arauja sericifera. The moth shoves its 
proboscis down beyond the glutinous pollen 


masses and finding them sticky and adher- 


ent, curls the end of its proboscis and seeks 
‘to withdraw it. This action but wedges it 
tighter and many moths starve or are eaten 


* by swifts, birds, etc.. and some get away 


when the hot sunshine causes the foral 
parts to relax and release them. 


Rose Mildew. 


Up in Oregon, where they grow the very 
best of roses, mildew is quite prevaient and 
spring temperatures are too low to set free 
the fumes of sulphur. So they begin treat- 
ment by spraying with the ordinary lime 
sulphur solution, using one part of the con- 


eentrated solution to twenty-five parts of 


water. Generally, one application, used as 
a preventive, is sufficient, but if the dis- 
ease once makes its appearance the spray- 


_ fing should be done once more, being sure to 
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cover all parts of the foliage. Unless near 

by plants are afflicted with mildew and not 

treated the first treatment will prevent the 

disease gaining a hold upon the rose plants.

The right whale, like all the others of the 
whale family, is not a fish. It is a mammal, 
and it might be called the great cow of the 
sea. It has teats and it suckles its young, 
like a cow. It is said to have an enormous 
amount of milk, and some years ago articles 
were published advocating the use of whale 
milk for human food. The skin of the 
whale is smooth, but its hide is sometimes 


In the past these animals were numerous 
about Greenland and in Hudson Bay. They 
were hunted by whalers from New England 
and Scotland, and also by the Dutch and 
Norwegians. Later the whalers began to 
go to Bering Sea to find the right whale. 
They made their way through Bering Strait, 
and about the close of our Mexican war 250 
ships started out from New England and 
brought back a vast amount of whalebone 
and oil. In one year there were fifty ships 
from New Bedford and Boston, each of 
which captured from ten to fifteen whales. 
The business continued to be profitable and 
whalers from everywhere went there. The 
Russians started whaling, and their first 
ship brough back ten tons of whalebone and 
1500 barrels oll. it paid the original 
cost of the vessel that one trip, and gave, in 
addition, a profit of 60 per cent. 

Whaling in the Arctic Ocean is exceed- 
ingly dangerous. The ships are likely to re- 
main too late and they may be caidght in 
the ice of the long Arctic winter. There are 
stations at Point Barrow, Alaska, and at 
Herschel Island, near the mouth of the 


Mackenzie River, where the ships sometimes 
- stay from season to season. In this case 


they must carry supplies for the winter. As 


a rule the steamers expect to get back at 


the close of the season, but they are some- 
times caught and a great number of the 
Ships have been lost. 

I had a talk the other day with a man 
who aided in the rescue of 300 whalers who 
narrowly escaped starvation about two 
decades ago. These men belonged to eight 
whaling vessels which were fishing in the 


to winter over and when the ite caught 
them some of their ships were crussed and 
all were so icebound that they could not get 
out. Three of the ships blasted their way 
to Point Barrow, one was set on fire by the 
natives and some of the others were lost. 
The American whalers were stranded at 
Point Barrow and news went out over the 
world that they were sure to starve before 
spring. Congress took up the matter and 
sent an expedition commanded by Capt. E. 
F Bertolph and other officers of the revenue 
cutter Bear to relieve them. These men 
went to Alaska and traveled many hundred 
miles on dogsieds until they got to Bering 
Strait. There they secured the assistance of 
William T. Lopp and a reindeer herd of 
400 or 500, and Lopp drove the deer 700 
rifles north over the ite and snow to Point 
Harrow. They arrived just in time to save 
the starving whalers and to give them 
enough food to last them until spring. d 

This Instance of being caught in the Arc- 
tic is by no means the only one that has 
happened to our American whalers. There 
was a great disaster in 1871, where thirty- 
seven ships were caught in the ice. Some oP 
the vessels were driven onto the shoals near 
Icy Cape and left, and one was crushed be- 
tween two big icebergs. The men then 
left the ships and took to whaleboats, There 
were altogether more than 1200 of them. 
Part of the time they dragged the boats over 
the ice, but finally they got to the edge of 
the pack, where there were several ships 
that had not been caught. In them théy went 
south. The other vessels, valued at mere 
than $3,000,000, were lost.

The die- 
ease is, therefore, a kind of food-poisoning, 
which may be prevented by the avoidance 
etc articles of food. 
* This fs a relatively simple matter when 
there are only a few articles of food that 
_ produce the condition, such as strawberries 
or buckwheat But when the common 

~ rticles of food bring on an attack of hives, 

either invariably or occasionally, the 

method of preventing the disease by avoid- 
ing the offending articles becomes almost 
impossible for most persons. Recently, 
However, a metnod of averting an attack of 
hives has been devised which is simple and 
Practical, and is based on a knowledge of 
conditions of the blood And, curiously 
enough, the remedies used are 
producing foods themselves, administered in 
@ certain definite way. 


This seemingly irrationa] kind of treat- 
ment possesses one very convincing feature 
it works, Moreover, when the effect of 
food upon the blood is considered, it isn’t 
frrational at all, but precisely the reverse. 


Why Food Produces Hives. 


Thus, when food is taken into the stomach 
in the course of an ordinary meal, there 
normally an immediate increase in the 

umber of white corpuscles in the blood. 
e function of the white corpuscles at this 

time is to prepare the food particles for ob- 
rption by the system. If certain foods are 
isonous to the system, as in the case of 
foods that produce hives in susceptible in-

It should not be understood that hives is 
the only form of skin disofder that is due 
to food poisoning. or to which this kind of 
treatment by the use of 9. food itself is 
useful. These things have been demon- 
strated more conspicuqusly in the case of 
hives, it is true, but there Is good ground 
for thinking that other skin eruptions, such 
as eczema, can be treated advantageously 
in somewhat the same manner. As yet, 5 
however, these conditions have not been 
studied as successfully as in the case of 
hives. But the success of this single demon- 
stration, based as it is on the general un- 
derstanding of food-polsonings, suggests 
that any one may overcome the poisonous 
effects of any food to which he may be sen- 
sitive, simply by taking that food in minute 
quantities. In any event, if he is subject to 
skin eruptions due to eating certain foods, 
he can overcome this food sensitiveness in

In recent years there have been many 
observers who attribute the cause of rheu- 
matism to the action of germs, thus chal- 
lenging the time-honored belief that rheu- 
matism is a disease produced by exposure, 
and not a germ infection. Just at present 


the germ-theory advocates seem to have

The protagonists of the microbic theory of 
acute rheumatism will find plenty of evi- 
dence to support their view, for no greater 
occasion for the general spread ot 
crippling disease could be found than in 
the winter conditions which all combatants 
must suffer in this unnatural war, if the 
climatic theory be true.”

He may carry 
out this plan with any kind of food that he 
knows produces the skin eruption; and, 
moreover, if he persists in this method for 
some little time he will gradually bring his 
system into a condition of immunity against 
the food poisons, so that he can take his 
meals without the preliminary sampling.

Bertha Krupp is the second richest 
person in the German empire, running the 
Kaiser a close second, and when the present 

Essen lies twenty-two miles north of 
Dusseldorf, on the main railway to Berlin. 
This is a thickly. populated district and 
the center of a network of railways, which 
makes the works accéssible to the West- 
phalia coal fields. It is a gloomy-looking 
town of gray slate roofs, only brightened 
Dy emerald green shutters. The whole 
town depends on the Krupp works for a 
livelihood except the storekeepers and a 
few hundred men who manufacture Woolen 
goods, cigars and dyes. 

The present Krupp works cover over 150 
- acres, and the daily output in time of peace 
is 1877 tons, and many times greater in 
time of war. In 1907 they employed 64,354 
workmen, and each year this number has 
Increased. They make all kinds of guns 
of all calibers—guns for naval and coast 
defenses, siege guns, fortress guns, field 
guns, armor shields and .disappearing car- 
riages for hoisting and transporting ma- 
chinery for ammunition. They produce 


- 


vate schools, the purpose of which is to 
qualify the children of the workmen to earn 
an honest, profitable living. A fee of 5 cents 
a month is charged each pupil, but if the 
pupil remains fifteen months 75 cents is 
placed in the savings Hank to his credit. 
On Sundays—at least, in times of peace 
no work is done in the factories except the 


necessary repairs to the machinery. The 


bursting charges, armored piercing shells, 
explosive steel shells, torpedo shells, cast 
iron shells, shrapnel, case shot and fuse 
setters. Besides these warlike productions 
they make railway material, engineering 
material and sheet iron for motor cars. 


Plans have been made to érect a gigantic 


branch of the Krupp works in Munich. 
These works will cover 1100 acres, and 
the city of Munich, recognizing the oppor- 
tunity for further development, has pro- 
vided sufficient ground for the erection of 
other private industries that are bound 
to follow Krupp. 


The house. of Krupp has worked out un 
elaborate scheme for the benefit of their 


workmen. It is not a charity scheme, but 


a building scheme for the benefit of both | 


workmen and employer. The scheme was 
carried out by Alfred Friedrich Krupp. He 
built 5469 dwellings, well lighted houses, 
with as much space between them as pos- 
sible, and each witha little garden. All 
have good water. Three thousand of these 
houses were built within fifteen minutes 
walks from the works. The men longest in 
the firm’s employ and with the largest 
families were given the selection of the 
houses. 


Police and teachers are also eligible to 
become tenants of these dwellings. The 
leases are very binding, and forbid the 
carrying on of business in the houses, sub- 
letting, quarreling with the neighbors, dis- 
orderly noises, building additions, the mis- 
use of the drains, the keeping of animals 
that annoy the neighbors, smoking pipes 
without covers and lighting fires with oi). 
Also, the tenant in the first floor must 
clean the pavement every day before 9 
a.m., except on Sundays and holidays, 
when it must be done on the preceding 


They make ammunition with fuses and 


Bssencr Hot is a hotel run by the 
Krupps, and is intended for the guests of 
the Krupps who are doing business with 
the firm. It contains twenty-five rooms, 
and the accommodations are splendid. 
Then there is a boarding house for the 
widowers and the bachelors. This board- 
ing house started in 1856 with 200 men, and 
at the present time has over 1000 men. 

There are a general department store, 
seventy-seven shops, twenty-five grocery 
stores, two slaughter houses, a bakery, a 
flour mill, an ice plant, a brush factory, a 
paper bag factory, two tailors, two shoe- 
makers, a laundry, a hotel, eleven restau- 
rants, three cafes, nine beér shops and two 
clubhouses, 

There is a whole staff of doctors to look 
after the workmen and their families, and 
strict medical treatment prevents any dis-

Every possible peetection against accident 
has been furnished to the workmen, regard- 
less of cost.

Krupp realized that a large body of con- 
tented workmen bring about better results 
than unhappy ones, and he felt that his 
scheme was not only philanthropic, but also 
a good business investment. The statue of 
Alfred Krupp was erected by the workmen, 

In the war of 1870 Krupp guns were used, 
and in this war they have played the star 
role. The Kaiser has sent his personal 
thanks to the house of Krupp for all they 
have done for Germany. Frau Bertha 
Krupp Bohlen is very proud of her works 
and also of the nickname of her howitzers, 
“Busy Berthas.” 


Flying Dust. 

A correspondent of the Geographical 
Journal describes the remarkable altera- 
tions in the surface of the earth produced 
dy flying dust. The power of the wind 
to transport even moderately coarse rock, 
he writes, is almost incredible. Many of 
the broad v between the eastern and 
the western slopes of the great Cordillera 
are filled with such deposits to a depth of 
hundreds of feet. “The wind has nothing 
to do but to blow, and the sand ‘nothing 
to do but fly,” is the way an old prospector 
put it. Im some places the formation of a 
dune many acres in extent and several feet 
high is a work done lu a period of time that 
is measured by days rather than by months. 
In many compcratively small areas blinding 
dust storms blow nearly half the time. The 
old southern mail stage-coach line had ‘a 
station in Arizona that was almost unin- 


~ habitable on account of the flying dust. 


The men employed there rarely remained 


any considerable length of time; occasion- 
ally all of them would leave in a body. In 
Northern Mexico flying dust and dust de- 
posits are on an even greater scale, and the 
boundaries of the belts of scoured-out ‘and 
built-up land are less definite than in the 
dry region of the United States. At times 


the finer dust is blown across lowlands ot 


the coast far out Into the gulf. Many of 
the smaller streams of the West and the 
Southwest are heavily overloaded with sedi- 
ment that is, or was, wind-blown dust. Years 
ago a driver thus described the Platte: 
“You won't know when you're gettin’ cross 
it, son, for it's a mile wide, and an inch 
deep, and the bottom’s on top.” The larger 
rivers, such as the Mississippi, the Missouri 
and the Arkansas, are overloaded, but to a 
less degree. As they cannot carry the sedi- 
ment delivered to them, they drop it sad 
flow round it. In past years the lower Mi» 


sissippi unquestionably flowed in every part 
of its wide flood plain, turning Arkansas into 
Mississippi and Mississippi into Arkansas, 
building its bed and banks higher than the 
flood-plain level and then abandoning them 
to make a new channel at a lower level.

UNIQUE METHOD OF COMMUNICATION. . 


SEVENTY YEARS AGO. 
BY COL, W. MANDY. 

The Morse telegraph (1844,) the telephone 
later, tie wireless telegraph (1895) requit- 
ing powerful batteries, sending messages 
across either ocean, the mysterious phe- 
nomenon we call psychic telepathy—all are 
now familiar, and excite no unusual com- 
ment. 

None of these methods of communication 
was known in California in 1847. But there 
was a singular way of conveying news with- 
out batteries or wires. Listen to this. Col. 
ton’s Californian, published at Monterey, 
under date of January 14, 1847, says: 

“We have no official intelligence as yet 
from below. Still we would not be sur- 
prised if the first news that reaches us 
should be through the washerwomen in 
Monterey. 

“They were the first to. announce the tak- 
ing of the pueblo by Commodore Stockton, 
and first to spread news of its being re 
taken by the Californians. . Their last report 
is that Stockton and Col. Fremont were at

August, 1846, Fremont having occupied

America is in every way the leading 
country in the world. American farm 
products for the year 1916 attained a 
gross value of $13,449,000000. The 
crops, properly speaking, amounted to 
more hen 000.000 005 of this sum, 
and the animal products went away 
over $4,000,000,000. And it wasn’t a 
very great year in American products 


at that. 
Perhaps it was for Mr. 
Daniels, Secretary of Navy, to 


award a contract to a British concern 
for the construction of munitions 
amounting to $3,144,000, but it was 
not in consonance with the American 
way of doing things. It keeps our 
people from establishing munition 
factories, but that is not the iluminat- 
ing feature of this contract. It simply 
shows that we must let f coun- 
tries do our manufacturing for 
war purposes and othérs, protect our 
laborers in some way, or let them 
drift down to the level of other coun- 
tries in wages and in living plane. 


The high price of beef is causing in- 
teresting experiments in the feeding of 
beef cattle. Heretofore with the great 
American ranges that produced beef 
it has been rather a careless way of 
handling cattle pursued by our raisers. 
Mr. Jastro, president of the Kern 
County Land Company, former - 


dent of the International Live Stock 
Association, is a man of broad - 
ence in the raising of beef cattle. Two 


steers fed under the direction of Mr. 
astro were on exhibition recently in 
os Angeles. They were two-year-old 
Hereford steers, and weighed, one 1860 
pounds, the other 1830. They were fed 
mostly on corn and cut-alfalfa hay. 


The war has created many, changes 
in the industries of the world. This is 
particularly notable in the mineral in- 


3 dlustries. For modern munitions call 


for an immense amount of metal prod- 
wets to supply the demand of the many 
great and small guns used in modern 
warfare. Moreover, modern munitions 
are not produced from iron alone, but 
nickel, tungsten and other compara- 
tively rare metals are used in la 
quantities on the modern battlefield. 
great is the demand for tungsten that 
music houses in Los Angeles find it 
impossible to get tungsten needles for 
the Victrola and other musical instru- 
ments. A good tungsten mine is about 
as valuable as a mine. 


The Military Training Camps Asso- 
ciajion of the United States has as- 
sured the War Department that it ex- 
pects to have at least 50,000 men in at- 
tendance at this year’s camps. This is 
all very well, and will help some, but 
it is not enough, and we shall never 
get on the right basis until we recog- 
nize the fact that this is a democracy 
in which all men stand upon the same 
level from the government point of 
view. It is the business of one man as 
much as that of another to be ready to 
render efficient service in behalf of his 
country in case of war. The only true 
democratie basis on which to put mili- 
tary training is to make it universally 
obligatory to every able-bodied man 
who lives under the flag and enjoys its 
protection. |

Statesmanlike View. 


INDLEY M. GARRISON. for- 
L merly Seeretary of War in Presi- 
dent Wilson's Cabinet, is the one man 
of conspicuous ability selected by our 
Chief Executive as one of his advisers. 
He stood out like a giant among a lot 
of pigmies, and his successor is one 
of the worst misfits in the Cabinet, not 
excluding Mr. Bryan, former Secre- 
tary of State, and that is saying a 
great deal. 

In an address before the New York 
State Bar Association recently Mr. 
Garrison referred to the foreign rela- 
tions of this country, pleading that 
they should be kept “above party con- 
sideration and consonant with national 
traditions.” 

It would be impossible, perhaps, to 
keep the country now as aloof as 
Washington contemplated that it 
should be kept in his famous farewell 
address. We are in the midst of a 
great whirlwind of national turmoil, 
in business at least. Still Mr. Garri- 
son's plea for national traditions is 
timely and proper. We may be in the 
whirlwind of world business, but 
surely this need not drag us into the 
awful whirlwind of world wars. 


How shall wekeep out of them? By 


minding our own business strictly and 
holding every nation accountable 
strietly.for every injury done to every 
American citizen. We have followed 
this policy in past years when we were 
a small people among the nations, and 
there is no reason why it should not 
be pursued now when we are. really 
the most powerful nation on earth if 
we had only the nerve and the knowl- 
edge to use our power properly.
